Rev. G. E. S. Upsdell, the Hend- 
master was host, and welcomed 
the Governor on his. arrival, 
while Lady Caldecott was welcomed 
by: Mrs. Upsdcll, After a short 
speech of welcome from the Head- 
master, His Excellency performed 
the opening ceremony tnd the comn- 
pany fled into the ussembly hall. 


After the Headmaster had led a 
short prayer, Mr. G R. Sayer. 
Director of Education, made a speech 
thanking the Governor for his pere 
sonal attendance ‘and congratulating 
those who had helped in some way 
or other in bringing to completion 
the new home of the Central British 
School. . 

Governor's Reply 


“LE. the Governor. in replying 
said: * 


We have: opened these magni- 
ficent premises with a polden key.

FINANCE AND THE H.K. 
RADIO COMMITTEE 


No balance sheet is issued by the Hongkong Broadcasting 
Committce, revealing the financial position of the local broadcast- 
ing station, and from an examination of Government Gazettes, etc., 
and from enquiries I have made, it appears that the Government 
makes a subvention to the H.K.B.C.,, to pay for tho cost of records, 
announcers and secretarial solarics, fees to performers etc.; that 
it maintains the technical side of the station from public funds; and 
that the moncy collected from radio licences, dealers fees, ctc., is 
applied to the general revenue of the Colony, This, surely is 


morally indefensible: 

These fees are not collected for the 
maintenonce of ‘Government as ore, 
for. example, doz licences, or mdtor 
vehicle fees. They are paid by the 
public in much the same way ns they 
|might subscribe to a circulating 

brary. This money. belongs to the 
public, NOT to the Government, and 
should: be. applicd entirely for the 
Purpose for which it is subscribed.

MEANT NO HARM. 
TO ‘KING 


STRANGE ‘TALE 
OF PLOTTING | 


London, Sept. 14. 

On the last of three charges 
for which he was held—unlawful- 
ly and wilfully protlucing a pistol 
near the person of the King swith 
intent -to alarm .His | Majesty— 
George Andrew McMahon, the 
small, Jame man who claimed he 
had been hired by foreign ‘agents 
to assassinate the monarch, was 
convicted al Old Bailey to-day and 
sentenced.ta a year's hard labour. 

The prosecution apparently did not 
tnice serlously the story of forelgn 
plotting ngolnst the life of King Ede 
ward, . ‘ 

Summing up. ‘the Trial Judge re- 
ferred to the accused's "extrae, 
ordinary story,” and declared: “Lam 
satished you never’ at any moment, 
had ony intention of harming = the 
King.” 7 
. In. evidence, MceMachon suid he 
and nine colleagues had twice re- 
hearsed the ussissination, and prior 
to the day chosen for the consumma- 
tlon of the plot he had been under 
the constant supervision of the plot- 
ters. ‘ 2 

He said hp had done his utmost tu 
make contact with the War Mintstry 
and various members of’ - the 
Government to warn them, and that 
fhe had carried a pistol because | "I 
was playing a dangerous Rume, talc- 
ing’ money from one power and im- 
parting information to the British 
Government.”

The Attorney General, Sir Donald 
Somervell, charged that McMahon's 
whole story existed onfy in his own 
Imagination, but the prisoner replied 
with feellng: "Il wish to God it 
were." 

MeMahon’ sald he gave thd num- 
bers of, notes he had received from 
the foreign agents to-one who repre- 
sented himself .os coming from the 
War OMce, At the suggestion’ of the 
defence counsel, McMahon “wrote the 
name of this Individual, und also of 
the foreign power involved, and they 
were handed’ to the Judge, The 
identity of the man and the power 
allegedly involved were not disclosed.
